Tolstoi Aids Them to Canada. 


Count Leo Tolstol, while not a Doukhobor,

concerning them. 

it was Tolstoi who started the movement 
ot the Doukhobors to northwest Canada, 
from the proceeds of the sales of his books;

POLITICAL RIOTS IN PORTO RICO 


Registration Closes Aft After Another Day 
of Fighting Between Federals 
and Republicans.

SAN “JUAN, Porto Rico, Oct. 29.—The 
registration of voters closed yesterday. 
Practically there was no registration of vot- 
ers by the federals, the members of that 
party being intimidated by the violence of 
the republicans. Riots are reported from 
many towns and violence was used every- 
where. 

The rumor that the federals Were shut 
out at San Lorenzo,.where a mob attacked 
‘the police, with the result that two of the 
‘rioters were killed and fifteen men, among 
whom were three policemen, were wounded, 
is also confirmed. It is added that the mob 
entered the town carrying a corpse at the 
head of the procession. | 

The police attempted to disperse the par- 
ticipants in a fight at Patillas, a federal 
town, which was invaded by a large mob 
of republicans from Guayama, which forci- 
bly took possession of the booths, shut out 
the federals, and registered the whole of 
the Guayama nonresidents party. In the 
shooting and rioting which ensued four men 
were badly wounded, —e Corporal Ce- 
pero,.of the insular police. 

At Ponce many shots were fired, but there 
were no casualties. Minor disorders, stab- 
bings, and other woundings have been re- 
ported from other towns.

Has not the time come for either the 
abolition or the reduction of some of the 
duties, dependent, of course, upon the fiscal 
needs of the national treasury ?’* he inquired.

should be employed, if possible, 
wherever a reduction of duties is needed: 
realize that it is always a delicate and 
often a dangerous thing to meddle with the 
tariff, but I beHeve that the ways and means 
committee of the house of representatives 
should seriously and soberly take up the 
question, with the determination to ‘lower 
the duties in some instances and. abolish 
them in others as rapidly as this can be 
done without a general injury to business. 
I make these suggestions without refer- 
ence to the so-called trust question. I be- 
lieve that the two must be treated absolutely 
independently of each other. Thequestion is 
not, who is engaged in any particular indus- 
try, but what the needs. of that particular 
industry are. 
Give Congress Full Control. 
“While the remedies already proposed will 
largely meet the dangers which confront us, 
all question of the power of co over 
these corporations should be removed. The 
country has developed so.in the last century 
that it is a fiction of law to say that one of 
these, great corporations is a New Jersey 
corporation, or an Illinois corporation. They 
are, in fact, national corporations, and con- 


gress, alone can deal adeqtately with such 


corporations. This country is no longer, in 
fact, a sisterhood of. states. It 18 a mighty 
nation, one and indivisible.. 

For this reason I favor an amendment to 

the constitution which shall give ,;the con- 
gress. of the United States plenary power 
over all corporations which transact busi- 
ness outside of the state of their origin. I 
am well aware that it will take years to se- 
cure such an amendment, but I believe that 
only such an amendment would fully and 
adequately meet all the questions which will 
from time to time develop with reference to 
this subject. 
Let us not attempt the futile task of de- 
stroying the combination either of capital or 
of labor. These combinations have come by 
a law stronger than our will, more powerful 
than any law which falls from our pens upon 
the statute books—they have both come by 
the law of industrial evolution. 


“Fortunate for America, indeed, is it that 


Theodore Roosevelt, president of the United 
States, knows that neither capital nor labor 
working alone will solve the great industrial 
problem which confronts us. 

Theodore Roosevelt does not seek to de- 
stroy. great economic forces, but contents 
himself with directing those forces towards 
the common weal of all the people.“

How Robbery Was Accomplished. 

Gardner, the scene of the robbery, has 1,200 
population and is sixty-five miles southwest 
of Chicago. The police force of the place 
consists only of Marshal Nele Bdmundson. | 
Shortiy after midnight the mafstal was 
smoking in the engine house, when he heard 
a team drive through the village streets. He 
went to the door and was confronted by five 
men, who presented revolvers and command- 
ed him to go with them to the bank. 

Onee In the bank the marshal was tied 
hand and foot, and the crackésmen went di- 
rectly to their task. They had previously 
secured a crow bar from @ blacksmith shop, 
and were well equipped with drilis and ex- 
plosives. A hole was drilled in the large 
safe, and the robbers asked Edmundson to 
take note of the skill with which their work 
was being done, A muffled explosion shook 
the iron door loose and the vault was quickly

He had a distinguished career in the army 
before he became chief commissioner of the 
‘London police. So far back as 1853, when 
John Company still swayed the destinies 
of the India peninsula, he joined the Madras 
army, took part in the Persian campaign and 
in the mutiny,.and afterwards, as the gen-. 
eral superintendent of the Thuggee and Da- 
coity department at Calcutta, virtually sup- 
those roving bands of professional 
murderers who at that time infested the 
entire Indian empire, spreading terror in all 
directions by the extraordinary mystery with 
which they accomplished their crimes. Sub- 
sequently he became chief of the political 
secret department of the India office, and it 
was while thus employed that he lost his 
arm during a tiger shooting expedition. 
One day while out after this fierce game, 
which he stalked on foot instead of hunting 
it from the relatively safe eminence of an 
elephant howdah; he shot at a tiger, which, 
only wounded, charged upon him and bore 
him to the ground. Never losing his presence 
of mind for a moment, Bradford, with a 
view of preventing the infuriated animal 
from attacking his head or throat, thrust 


ply gnawed it off. But the life of the cool 
Nimrod was saved by his companions, who 
arrived in time to shoot the creature before 
it could inflict any still more serious injury 
upon Sir Edward. 

The thugs, between whom and the anar- 
chists of the present day a striking analogy 
exists, were a religious sect in India who 
were taught to believe that the only way to 
propitiate their sanguinary goddess, Vishnu, 
was by killing people in her honor irre- 
spective of their age, rank, race, or sex. 
Every new victim was regarded in the light | 
of a pleasing sacrifice to the goddess, and 
thousands—nay, it is alleged, even millions— 
of people were thus destroyed by the thugs. | 

The English in India found it impossible 
to suppress thuggery by ordinary means, 
Accordingly Sir Edward Bradford, who, as 
stated above, was charged with the task, 
adopted the principle which should be rec- 
ommended to all civilized*governments in 
dealing with anarchists—namely: that the 
mere fact of belonging to the cult of thug- 
gery, as to the cult of anarchy today, con- 
stituted a felony, each being an association 


Acting on this theory, and taking the 
ground that it was the duty of the British | 
government to shield the people subject to | 
its le from assassination, 
started by arresting and either hanging or 
imprisoning for life every native that could 
be judicially oe to be a thug, irre- 
spective of the question whether he had 


committed any definite murder or not. The 


mere fact that he was a thug was sufficient 
to brand him as a criminal, as a foe to soci- 


ety, and one whom, in any case, it was the 


duty of the state to render harmless. 

By this means Sir Edward Bradford suc- | 
ceeded in entirely stamping out thuggery in 
India, an @mpire-which it had devastated 
for hundreds upon hundreds of years, its 
crimes extending not merely to Europe, but 
even to this country, more than one murder 
in the times a quarter of a century ago hav- |
